Temperance People Argue Be-
. fore House Committes

FAVOR HOBSON' RESOLUTION

Orys Want Constitutional Amendment
Calling For Nationwide Prohibition
Submitted to Statns For Approval.

| Natlonwide prohitition was urged

before the house judicinry commitiee
[ nt hearings on the resolution of Rep-
!r'-wnlnln.'s- Hobson of Alabama, pro-
| viding for a constitutional amendment,

Dry supporters from many sections
of the conptry were present to urge
Hobzon's reselution which provides
for the submission to the states for
ratification of a constitutional amend-
ment  directed against the sale or
manufacture for sule of all alcoholie
ligquore for heverage purposes,

Led by Representative Hobson the
proltibitionists argued that they were
elmply appealing for an opportunity
to present to the peaple of the countsy

through the state legislatures a defi-
nite referendum on the liguor ques-
tion.

They declared that without refer-

enee Lo the merits of the question the
problem had grown to such propor-
tions that it justified such action,
Wit 55 por cent of the people of tho
country living In prohibition territory,
they nsserted, the time had come for
|tlw submission of the question on &
broad national basis.

Representative Hobson contended
that hiz resolution directed againot
the sale of Hguor for “beverage pur-
poses,”" would not interfers with the
stale’s rights, He said that ander the
proposed amendment it would be pos
gible to manufacture lguor “for usa®
but not “for sale” The amendment,
hie said, wonld not Interfere with the
“old drinker drinking” but would pre.
vent the “debauching of youtl"

Representative  Hobson  expiained
that the present revenus laws would
bie repealed by his amendment, which
would permit anyone to make whisky
for his own use. He declared that
about 556 per cent of the people in the
Tnited States were living in prohibi
ton territory,
